In other words, when a man 
receives notice that he has been 
reclassified ag 1-H, it is a re- 
minder to him that he was born 
on or before July 1, 1913, and 
that his military service has 
been deferred, due to his 
achievement of his twenty- 
eighth birthday. 

Cards reclassifying men as 
1-H now automatically are sent 
out to registrants when they 
become 28 years of age. It is 
like coming of age all over 
again, except that it signifies 
that they have come to the ripe 
old age of over-age for miltary

City Clerk J. Lynward Grahame reported 
that as of June 30, Upland taxpayers had a cash balance of 
$105,674.00. 

The city should boast about being able to maintain a large 
eash reserve. Every taxpayer should be aware of the re- 
serve and commend the management for its thriftiness—and 
at the same time for its efficiency in maintaining splendid 





municipal services. 

Creation of this reserve is all the more commendable when 
it is recalled that not many years ago the city didn’t have 
a reserve.

The Most Important Function of the 
American Public School
